San Bernardino Landmark 
May Be Accepted Soon As 
National Monument — Soil 
Tests To Be Made 








Possibility that the natural ar- 
rowhead in the San Bernardino 
mountains directly north of San 
Bernardino may be made a na- 
tional monument appears as a re- 
sult of a letter from Congressman 
Phil D. Swing asking for soil 
samples of the arrowhead to be 
sent to Smithsonian Institution ex- 
perts in Washington for examina- 
tion, dispatches from San Bernar- 
dino say. 

Before Congress can be persuad- 
ed to set aside the tract as a na- 
tional landmark, proof must be 
offered that it is natural, unique 
in the United States and worthy 
The report of the 
Smithsonian investigators, of fa- 
vorable, probably will determine 
Congress to create the monument. 

Examination of the arrowhead 
is expected to clear up the mystery 
as to what causes the phenomenon. 
Soil has been taken from the sur- 
face of the arrowhead, from 4 six- 
inch depth and from a depth of a 
foot.

A shipment of fifty 
oranges, treated under Mr. Moran’s 
formula, was sent around the 
world. The oranges were handled 
some five hundred times in transit. 
Four months later the last of the 
fifty oranges tested was returned 
to Mr. Morgan in perfect condition. 

A bulletin officially announcing 
the dedication of the new process 
to all citrus growers has been is- 
sued by the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange in Los Angeles. 

It sets forth that the materials 
cost about half as much as those 
in the old process. It adds that 
the formula, in tests so far con- 
ducted, “is at least as promising 
in results as the government bor- 
ate process.” 

Citrus fruit shippers declare that 
the formula is worth millions of 
dollars. Some idea of its value 
can be obtained when it is re- 
membered that under the so-called 
borax process, the royalties reache 
ed $12 for each car.
